Granum, July 22.—A serious fire oc- 
curred here this morning shortly after 
midnight, in which a large amount <1 
valuable property was destroyed, 

The fire originated in a Chines: 
laundry adjoining Dixon’s livery barn 


in the southern portion of the town, 
and fanned by a stiff breeze from the 
south, blowing right across the town 


quickly spread to the livery barn, «in 
Royal hotel! and the billiard and pool 
room, all of which were burned to th 
ground. 


Fortunately the wind changed ‘to 
the east or there would have been 
grave danger of the greater part of 
the town being destreyed. As it was, 


only with grat difficulty, the Granum 
Trading company’s store was saved. 

The horses were taken out of th 
barn safely, out nothing in the hotel 
was saved, the guests having all they 
could do to save their lives. 

So far as can be ascertained 
loss on the Royal hotel was 
$16,000, partially covered by 
insurance; on the livery barn the loss 
was over $7,000, with $4,000 insurance

Special Article in Labor Gazette Deals 
With Important Suabject—Country 
is Now in Constructive Stage—Full 
Productive Period Not Yet Reached 


Ottawa, Ont., July 21.—The 
living during the past twenty 
is the subject of a special article in 
the Labor Gazette, pubjished today, 
It is based on an investigation by the 
department of labor into the nature 
and extent of the general rise in prices 


of food which has occurred during 
the past few years. 
As causes affecting in their Imme- 


diate or more natural application the 
supply of an article, the following are 
mentioned: Variation in harvests or 
yields; improvements or other changes 
in methods of production or transpor- 
tation with special reference to cold 
storage; the operation of trade com- 
bines, trade agreements, etc., and leg- 
islative enactments. From the stand- 
point of causes preliminarily affecting 
the demand the following are men- 
tioned: Seasonal causes, changes in 
custom or fashion, industrial expan- 
sion involving different productivity. 
Industriel Expansion. 

Under the heading of Industrial ex- 
pansion occurs the following state- 
ment: “Under this heading falls to 
be considered a feature of the siiua- 
tion which has beer™ declared to be 
at the very basis of high prices pre- 
vailing. The past decade has been 
one of exceptional expansion in Can- 
ada, Immigration has been on an un- 
precedented scale. Large areas of 
jands have been brought under culti- 
vation.

New machinery never runs smooth 
ly at the start. It was inevitable that 
there should be some friction there- 
fore, between the city council and the 
city commissioners before the new 
system had been long in operation, 
and also that some public criticism 
should be aroused by certain admin 
istrative acts of the executive.

It is government by those whom the 
people have not directly chosen and 
whom they cannot directly discharge 
Any system of that kind in a country 
used to British institutions is bound 
to provoke a measure of dissatisfac- 
tion, alike from the representative 
body whose powers are curtailea, and
